Kuwait celebrates

Iranian attitude on 
Gulf war ‘shifts’ 




GENEVA, Feb 24, (Agencies): 
There had been a very discreet 
but clear change in Iranian 
attitudes towards the Gulf con- 
flict. with Tehran now showing 
signs of haring renounced the 
objective of a military victory in' 
favour of a negotiated set- 
tlement, according to a Swiss 
newspaper analysis today. 

The Lausanne paper 24 
Heures said that there were a 
number of signs on_ the 
diplomatic level which indicated 
that such a change had occurred. 

Modalities 

Iranian diplomats, while con- 
tinuing to maintain all their 
traditional demands, had chan- 
ged their order of priorities in 
order to facilitate the opening of 
negotiations, it claimed. 

At the same time Iranian 
diplomats had become increasin- 
gly interested in the modalities of 
the implementation of* a 
ceasefire, while insisting at the 
same time that this was just one 
of the important steps toward 
negotiations, and not the only 
one as was understood from the 
English text of resolution 598. 

However, by contrast Iran 
continued to be intransigent over 
a clear definition of who was res- 
ponsible for the conflict, it went 
on. 

On the military front Iran had 
refrained from any major or 
spectacular operations since late 
last year. 

Meanwhile. British envoy 
David Melior held talks Loday in 


Baghdad with Iraqi Foreign. 
Minister Tariq Aziz on the situa- 
tion in the Gulf region and. 
bilateral relations, British 
embassy officials said. 

During his one-hour meeting 
with Aziz, Melior, Minister of 
State at the Foreign Office, also 
discussed efforts underway at the 
United Nations to end the Iran- 
Iraq war and violence in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, a British embassy 
spokesman said. 

Melior arrived in the Iraqi 
capital late yesterday. He was 
expected to meet Deputy Prime 
Minister Taha Yassin Ramadan 
and other lop ranking Iraqi 
officials. 

He was scheduled (o leave for 
Kuwait on Friday. 

Agreed 

Moroccan Foreign Minister 
Abdel Latif AJ Filali agreed with 
officials in Abu Dhabi on the 
need to implement a United 
Nations ceasefire call in the Gulf 
war, a press statement said 
today. 

Meanwhile, in neighbouring 
Oman, .Algerian Foreign Mini- 
ster Ahmed A1 Ibrahimi held 
talks with Suilan Qaboos. Al 
Ibrahimi said they discussed 
backing for United Nations 
efforts to implement resolution 
-598, which calls for a ceasefire in 
the Iraq-Iran war. 

AlFtlali.and UAE Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Rashid 
Abdullah, also called for holding 
an international peace con- 
ference on the Middle East.

He gave no other details. 

Purpose 

US officials said on Friday in 
Washington that Shultz proba- 
bly would visit Syria, the Soviet 
Union’s main Arab ally, during 
his Middle East tour that begins 
today with a trip to Jerusalem. 
He is also to visit Jordan and 
EgypL 

The US officials said the pur- 
pose of the Damascus visit would 
be to discuss the US drive for 
Arab-Israeli negotiations with 
President Hafez Al Assad, whose 
support for any long-term set- 
tlement in the Middle East is con- 
sidered essential by specialists at 
the State Department’s Near 
East bureau. 

First snow 
in Syria in 
50 years 

DAMASCUS, Feb 24, (Reuter): 
The first snow in 50 years fell on 
some areas of the Syrian desert 
today as blizzards disrupted life 
in Syria, Lebanon and Jordan. 

A 10-hour snowfall hit 
Damascus and officials said Air 
Force helicopters were dropping 
food and medical supplies to 
towns and villages cut off by 
snow over 50 cm (20 inches) deep. 

In northern and central Jor- 
dan, a second consecutive day of 
freezing storms forced schools 
and businesses to dose and many 
roads were blocked by snow 
drifts. 

In other parts of the country, 
hundreds of homes were flooded 
after heavy rains, policed said.

Palestinians lynch

Quiet

easier now than it has for some 
time,” said a senior Western 
diplomat. 

Shipping sources say that of 
the 13 Iranian attacks on neutral 
shipping this year, only two fait 
ships bound to or from Kuwait. 


By contrast, one-third of 
Iran's 31 attacks on Gulf ship- 
ping in the last quarter of 1987 
were Kuwaiti-linked. No 
Kuwaiti-owned vessel has been 
attacked since November. 

Amnesty 

As part of National Day 
celebrations 2 IS prisoners were 
released yesterday by an Amiri 
general amnesty. 

The amnesty also included the 
red uction of prison terms for 474 
prisoners. 

Of the released prisoners 102 
are Kuwaitis and 116 non- 
Kuwaitis. 

Meanwhile, an official 
Interior Ministry source remin- 
ded the public that car proces- 
sions are banned in celebration 
of the National Day. The source 
added that people violating this 
decision would have their licen- 
ces withdrawn and their cars may 
be impounded for as long as two 
months. 


TEL AVIV, Feb 24, (Agencies): 
Palestinians lynched an Arab 
suspected of collaborating with 
Israeli authorities today after he 
shot dead a four-year-old boy 
and wounded 13 .people who 
attacked hishome.po bee sources 
said. 

The incident occurred in the 
northern West Bank village of 
Khabatiyeh, near Jenin, as Pales- 
tinians throughout the Israeli- 
occupied territories observed an 
almost total general strike in 
protest at tomorrow’s visit by US 
Secretary ofState George Shultz. 

Licensed 

The sources said Mohamed Al 
Ayad opened fire with an Israeli- 
licensed Uzi machine-gun when 
villagers set his house on fire. He 
was taken out and hanged from 
an electricity pylon with a Pales- 
tinian flag, they said. 

The Palestine Press Service 
(PPS) said Ayad was “recognised 
as an Israeli spy.” 

Israeli security sources said 
only a handful of Palestinians 
who cooperated with the auth- 
orities were licensed to carry 
automatic weapons for their own 
protection. 

Palestinian sources said 
■villagers evacuated the man’s 
mother, wife and children from 
his house before setting it alight 
with petrol bombs. 


left to hang from the pylon for 
several hours, they said. 

It was the first time in the 1 1- 
week-old uprising in the 
occupied territories that Pales- 
tinians have attacked asuspected 
collaborator. A Palestinian 
radio station broadcasting from 
Syria has broadcast the names of 
some West Bank Arabs it says 
work for the Israelis. 

Israel’s divided inner cabinet, 
meanwhile, failed to agree on a 
joint stance to present to Shultz 
during his five-day Middle East 
peace mission.

Elsewhere in the occupied 
territories, Israeli troops shot 
and wounded four Palestinians 


during a violent demonstration 
in the Nuseirat refugee camp in 
the occupied Gaza Strip, local 
residents said. 

The Army said it was checking 
the report. 

Israeli and Palestinian sources 
said the Gaza Strip and the West 
Bank were paralysed by com- 
mercial and transport strikes 
staged by nearly all the 1.5 
milli on Arabs in the occupied 
areas in protest against the US 
peace plan. 

Most .of the territories’ 
1 20,000 Arab workers employed 
in Israel stayed at home after 
calls from the “United national 
leadership of the popular upris- 
ing" published in thousands of 
leaflets at the beginning of the 
week. 

Exploded 

A roadside bomb exploded 
near Israeli military vehicles in 
the Gaza Strip last night and live 
ammunition was fired at the 
vehicles, an Army spokesman 
said. 

He said Israeli security forces 
returned fire, but there was no 
damage and no one was injured. 

There have been hardly any 
reports of Palestinians using 
firearms during the 1 1-week upr- 
ising in which at least 64 demon- 
strators have been killed, and 
Israeli military sources said they 
were concerned about the 


Shultz' visit is aimed at convin- 
cing Israeli leaders to accept his 
initiative calling for Palestinian 
self-rule In the West Bank and 
Gaza and negotiations on the 
final status of occupied areas by 
the end of the year.

“Trouble still 
remains in finding adequate and 
good enough alternatives to hair 
spray as I'm sure all husbands 
will find." 

Charles has confessed to grow- 
ing eccentric as he became older 
and talking to his plants — 
statements that have prompted 
British tabloids to say he is mis- 
matched with 26-year-old 
Diana, a lively woman who likes 
nothing better than to dance the 
night away to pop music.

NEW YORK, Feb 24, (AP): A 
depressed young man unable to 
control a compulsion to keep 
washing his hands put a .22- 
calibre rifle in his mouth, pulled 
the trigger, and survived with his 
compulsion cured. 

“His I.Q. did not change. 
There was no change person- 
ality-wise. He did not become an 
automaton. His symptoms are 
gone,” said his doctor, Leslie 
Solyom, a psychiatrist al 
Shaughnessy hospital in Van- 
couver, British Columbia, Can- 
ada. 

The man, identified only as 
George, suffered from the psy- 
chiatric ailment known as obses- 
sive-compulsive disorder. 

Check 

George washed his hands as 
often as 50 times a day. He 
would take four-hour showers, 
and he would check and re-check 
to see whether doors and win- 
dows were locked and whether he 
had enough money in his walleL 

George was nearly 18 when he 
fired the bullet into his brain. 
“He was found lying on his face, 
blood oozing from his nostrils," 
Solyom said. He was rushed to 
Vancouver General Hospital, 
treated for three weeks and sent 
to Shaughnessy hospital in Van- 
couver, where Solyom practices.

S.Africa clamps down on anti-apartheid groups 


JOHANNESBURG, Feb 24, 
(Reuter): South Africa’s white 
rulers ■ virtually outlawed the 
black' opposition today by ban- 
ning the activities, of 17 > leading 
anti -apartheid organisations and 
cracking down on a black trade: 
union groups. 

The ban,-, imposed through, 
new emergency regulations, 
prompted black Archbishop 
Desmond Tutul a winner of the 
Nobel peace prize, to declare: 
“We are heading for war." 

The 17 anti-apartheid organ- 
isations include the three million- 
member United Democratic 
Front (UDF) and the Azanian 


People's Organisation, a black 
consciousness movement. 

Among the others are the 
Detainees’ Parents Support 
Committee, which monitors ( 
political detentions, and the' 
Release Mandela campaign. 

Regulations 

Although the 17 organisations 
themselves were notoutlawed,in 
the words of an official at the 
Ministry of Law and Order the 
prohibitions mean “they can do 
damn all from now oh.” 

The emergency regulations, 
the latest in a 20-month-old 
crackdown, also barred theblack 
trade union federation, the Con- 


gress of South Africa Trade 
Unipns (Cosatu). from polities. 

Announcing the restrictions, 
. Lawand i Order Minister Adriaan 
Vlok said the government was 
determined to “end the 
revolutionary climate.” ; 

Black leaders and human 
rights lawyers were outraged at 
the move. 

“The government’s idea is to 
smash effective political opposi- 
tion, no matter how peaceful, 
and to rule with the jackboot ... 
we are heading for war.” Tutu, 
head of the Anglican Church in 
Southern Africa, told reporters 
in Cape Town. 


Since declaring a stateof emer- 
gency in June 1986 to curb black 
unrest, the government has 
detained more than 25,000 peo- 
ple without trial for varying 
periods and imposed 
unprecedented press restrictions. 

The new regulations, promul- 
gated in the government gazette, 
ban the 17 organisations from 
any activity which does not have 
the authorities’ prior approval 
and confines Cosatu to bread- 
and-butter labour regulations. 

Lawyers said they fell just 
short of the outright ban damped 
on the African National Con- 
gress guerrilla movement in 


1960. Vlok said the 17 organisa- 
tions would be allowed to keep 
their assetsand perform adminis- 
trative functions. 

Warned 

Word of the crackdown spread 
rapidly through Soweto. South 
Africa’s biggest black township 
south of Johannesburg. 

Black and coloured (mixed 
race) leaders warned however 
there would be backlash when 
the news sunk in. 

Political commentators linked 
the ban with two white 
parliamentary by-elections next 
week. 







Amal may not 
use force 


BEIRUT, Feb 24, (Reuter): 
Lebanon’s Amal militia knows 
who is holding US hostage 
William Higgins and where the 
kidnappers are, but does not 
want to use force to free him, 
Muslim political sources said 
today. 

“Amal knows exactly the 
party that kidnapped the 
American and where the kidnap- 
pers are but is hesitant to use 
force to free him because it does 
not want to start an inter-Shi'ite 
feud or to go into battle with 
Iran's allies," said one source. 

“Amal has all the information 
but the decision to use force is a 
political and not a security one," 
another source said. 

Amal refused to identify who 
was behind the abduction. 

Higgins, head of the Lebanon 
unit of the UN Truce Superv- 
ision Organisation (Untso), was 
kidnapped by three bearded gun- 
men on Feb 1 7 near the port city 
ofTyre. 

Amal military official in Tyre, 
Daoud Daoud. said the militia 
the same day had arrested two 
men who took part in the kidnap- 
ping and a third carrying a mes- 
sage to Higgin's captors to move 
him from South Lebanon, where 
he was abducted, to Beirut. 

A Muslim security source told 
Reuters the message was sent by 
a pro-Iranian clergyman in 
Beirut but refused to name him. 

“UN Undersecretary-General 
Marrack Go u Id ing arrived at the 
UN headq uarters in the southern 
town of Naqoura today for talks 
on efforts to release Higgins, said 
UN spokesman TimurGoksel. 

He told Reuters that Gould- 


ing, who arrived from Cairo, was 
holdi 


ling talks with UN officers 
“to obtain information on the 
latest efforts to release Higgins." 

Goksel, spokesman for the 
UN Interim Force in Lebanon 
(Unifil), said Amal told Unifil of 
the arrest of the three but the UN 
did not ask to see the detainees 
“because they are in an area out- 
side UN oi>eratioas.'' 

Amal militiamen have joined 
Unifil troops in the hunt for the 
43-year-old Higgins and Daoud 
said the Shi'ite militia was trying 
to find the leader of the kidnap- 
pers. 

“There are strong beliefs the 
leader has escaped to Beirut,” 
one security source said. 


Soviets to remove nuclear 


missiles from E. Germany 


EAST BERLIN, Feb 24, (Reu- 
ter): Soviet troops will start with- 
drawing nuclear missiles from 
two bases at opposite ends of 
East Germany tomorrow, before 
the treaty scrapping them is 
ratified, tbe East German 
Foreign Ministry said. 

Announcing the move today, 
spokesman Wolfgang Meyer 
said it was meant to create 
favourable conditions for the 
US-Soviet Intermediate-range 
Nuclear Forces (INF) Treaty to 
be implemented and was aimed 
at boosting East-West con- 
fidence. 


A similar Western gesture was 
now expected, he said. 

“The announced withdrawal 
... will begin tomorrow,” Meyer 
said in a statement published on 
the front pages of East German 
newspapers and made available 
to reporters.

There are39 
SS-!2s in Czechoslovakia, the 
only other Warsaw Pact ally 
where nuclear forces are 
stationed. 

The superpowers signed the. 
INF agreement eliminating 
2,6 11 land-based missiles in 
December, but both have yet to 
ratify the deal. The US Senate is 
expected to vote on it in the spr- 
ing and Moscow is likely to do the 
same about that time. 

Meyer said- the decision to 


remove the rockets early was 
“connected with the expectation 
that it would cause also the other 
side to take steps conducive to a 
speedy coming into force of the , 
treaty.” The United States has ;

Rebels insist on Islamic coalition 


ISLAMABAD, Feb 24, (Agen- 
cies): Afghan rebels vow they will 
not lay down their arms until an 
lslamiccoaliti on cabinet replaces 
the communist government of 
President Najib in Kabul. 

The seven-party Afghan rebel 
group Islamic Unity announced 
its plan for the formation ofanew 
government yesterday in a 
statement telexed from the Pakis- 
tani border city of Peshawar. 

“Until we have established an 
Islamic government, we will 
never laydown our arms,” Yunis 
Khalis. leader of the resistance 
alliance, said in a separate 
statement yesterday. 

The breakthrough proposal 
approved by the seven -party res- 
istance alliance called for a 28- 
member interim government 
that would include seven officials 
from the Soviet-backed regime 
currently serving in Kabul. The 
rebels had previously rejected 
any power-snaring plan with the 
current government 

The resistance leaders also 
recognised for the first time the 


legitimacy of the Soviet withdr- 
awal talks in Geneva, and they 
angled out Moscow in an appeal 
to nations to “participate gen- 
erously" in post-war reconstruc- 
tion. 

The compromise plan came on 
the eve of a visit to Islamabad 
today by US Undersecretary of 
State Michael Armacost, who 
arrived for talks with Pakistani 
officials about tbe Geneva 
negotiations. 

Armacost tokl reporters on 
arrival he would brief Pakistani 
leaders on this week's US-Soviet 
talks in Moscow on the Afghan 
conflict. 

He arrived shortly after the 
main Pakistan -based rebel 
alliance announced tbe blueprint 
for a transitional government.

Violence in Seoul as

SEOUL. Feb 24. (Reuter): 
Thousands of radical students 
fought police in central Seoul 
today night as President Chun 
Doo Hwan bade farewell to 
South Koreans before handing 
over power on Thursday to for- 
mer Army colleague Roh Tae- 
Woo. 

The students, shouting 
slogans denouncing Chun. Roh ' 
and what they called US support 
for military dictatorship, massed 
in front of the Catholic Cath- 
edral and then tried Lo take to the 
streets. 

The large force of riot police 
standing by opened up with 
volleys of tear gas, witnesses said . 
Reports spoke of running battles 
with students raining rocks and 
petrol bombs on police ranks. 

Earlier a handful of students 
briefly occupied the American 
cultural centre in central Seoul 
before being dislodged by police 
who broke in through a back 
door. 

The country’s 140,000 police 
were on an emergency footing.

US seamen free whale trapped 
in fishing nets in Arabian Sea 


MANAMA, Feb 24, (AP): 
Sailors from anAmerican missile 
cruiser risked their lives in a 
dramatic, three-hour operation 
to free a 30-ton sperm whale lan- 
ded in fishing nets in the Arabian 
Sea, US officials said yesterday. 

At one point. Navy Lt Junior 
Grade James M Syvertsen, of 
Wading River, New York, rode 
the back of the 40-foot (12- 
metre) TtiaTWirml like “so methin g 
out of a rodeo" while cutting the 
' nylon cords, according to a Navy 
news release issued here. 


He was one of four divers who 
went into the water to cut the 
tangled nets loose in the dan- 
gerous and exhausting operation 
on Sunday. 

Rewarding 

In the end, the female whale 
was freed and swam off, with one 
last piece of line dangline “like 
dental floss” between its teeth, 
according to the Trux tun’s skip- 
per, Capt Clinton J Coneway. 

“Through the ordeal the whale 
made no attempts to hann the 
swimmers. It seemed that she 





knew they were trying to help,” 
said Coneway. “All in all it was a 
most unusual and rewarding way 
to spend a Sunday afternoon. 
Jacques Cousteau would be 
proud." 

The rescue occurred alter a 
helicopter from the nuclear 
carrier Enterprise spotted the 
female whale floating listlessly in 
the ocean while on routine 
patroL It dropped smoke flares 
to mark the spot for the Truxton, 
which was 30 miles (48 
kilometres)' away. 

The two ships are part of a US 
battle group which arrived in the 
Arabian Sea earlier this month to 
support naval operations in the 
Gulf. 

Replaced 

The helicopter crewmen said 
thought at first that the

Rear Admiral Guy Zeller, 
commander of the Enterprise’s 
escort group, ordered the Trux- 
tun to the scene. 

Its crew used grappling hooks 
to pull the tired animal next to the 
ship and try to haul in the net, 
which officials estimated at 
about 400 feet (120 metres). 
Meanwhile, Boatswain’s mate 
Curtis Michitsch, of Reno, 
Nevada, was lowered in a sling to 
cut the nets. 

When he became exhausted, 
he was replaced by seaman 
Gerald Samples, of Wilbur, 
Nebraska. 

Relieved 

Although they appeared to 
have nearly freed the whale, 
which swam a short, distance 
away, Coneway said' he feared 
the animal still might not survive 
the remaining nets and dispat- 
ched a whaleboat with more 
crewmen and volunteer swim- 
mers to overtake it. 

Syvertsen, one of the two 
volunteers, at one point became 
entangled in the net himself for 
about 1 5 minutes, and finally was 
relieved by seaman Adam Web- 
ber, a rescue swimmer from Por- 
tland, Maine, who finished the 
task. 

Coneway said he doubted at 
first that his sailors would be able 
to free the whale from the “tan- 
gled mess," but “I completely 
underestimated the ingenuity, 
perseverance and courage of 
Truxtun’s swimmers and deck 
force.”

TWO United Arab Emirates English language dailies in their 
editorials expressed regret that the recent US-Soviet talks In 
Moscow tailed to achieve much on regtonal issusa particularfythe 
Middle East. 

The Khaleej Times, published tram Dubai said the talks between 
US Secretaiy at State George Shultz and Soviet leaders fn Moscow 
Ihis week "revived hopes of a strategic aims reduction treaty being 
prepared but produced no major move on regional issues." 

"While Moscow welcomed Shultz's Imminent visit to the Middle’ 
East it sounded doubtful aboutthe latest US peaceplaa"lhe paper 
pointed out. 

It said "at a time when both superpowers should be showing 
(yeaterand genuine Interest in resolving the Palestinian issue their 
ambivalence is regrettable.'' 

"tf Washington has presented a half-hearted peace formula 
Moscow has looked wanting in more forcefully expressing its 
reservations to Shultz." it said. 

The Gulf News, also Dubai-based, said though the latest meeting 
has confirmed as a "firm trend" the wanning ot superpower 
relations there had been no headway on the Middle East problem. 

"There Is no prospect of an agreed superpowerstrategy emerging 
as yet" on the Middle East, it said. 

"The Soviets welcomed Shultz's trip to the region in the next few 
days but said they were doubtful of the US plan succeeding"! It 
noted. 

Washington’s policy criticised 

UAE Arabic newspapers criticised Washington's policy and the 
recent US peace proposals on the eve of a Middle East lour by 
Secretary of State George Shultz. 

"The US plan Shultz is carrying is designed to quench Ihe fire of 
the Palestinian uprising in the Israeli-occupied territories," the Abu 
Dhabi-based AI Ittihad said. 

It said Ihe uprising, in which at least 63 Palestinians have been 
killed by Israeli troops, forced the US to vfewfhe Palestinian cause 
as a priority issue. 

"But these do not indicate any real change In the US policy which 
still Is concerned about ihe Palestinian problem only out of Its 
interest in Israel," it said. 

It attacked the US proposals which included only self-rule 
"without any reference to Palestinian self-determination." 

"Shultz is bringing with him old stuff in a new wrapping and Is 
coming here only to bless Zionist repression against the Palestin- 
ians," it said. 

The Dubai-based AI Bayern predicted failure of Shultz's mission. 
"The tour comes in itself all elements of failure because ft Is 
intended to promote proposals already rejected by the Arabs and 
Palestinians," it said. 

"What Washington is ottering is in essence not different from the 
Camp David accords and the US after all developments and 
changes, is still referring to the Palestinians as refugees." 

It stressed that "peaces like land, is Indivisible — either there is 
complete peace or there is none."

A RANKING Palestinian 
official affirmed yesterday that 
Palestinians will boycott the visit 
by US Secretary of State George 
Shultz to the region, due to 
Washington’s hostile stance on 
the Palestinian cause. 

Bassam Abu Shariff. political 
advisor to PLO's chairman Yas- 
sct Arafat, said, in an interview 
with a Kuwaiti newspaper that 
Palestinians will not meet Shultz, 
who visits the region to dram up 
support for the new American 
peace plan.

SINCE last May when the 
Table 'Talk, column began I 
have reviewed mre»i$ at a num- 
ber of hotel coffee shops 
around Kuwait. You might be 
interested to compare the prices 
we paid for three-<x>urse buffets 
for two people (including 
drinks). 

Coffee Shop — Price in KJD • 
Kuwait Continental.— -

. In general we found that the 
price of the meal was related to 
the variety and quality of the 
in^edients used — La Bras- 
serie and La Palma serving lav- 
ish helpings ofprawns, smoked 
salmon or even lobster while 
the cheaper, buffets tended to 
offer a more limited range of 
less expensive fare. 

This week we ate in the coffee 
shop of the Regency Palace 
Hotel and were rather taken 
aback when the bill came to 
KD13.500 including two cof- 
fees and one . apple juice. Even 
buffets at luxurious middle- 
range restaurants such as the 
Sheraton's AI Ham bra or The 
Kuwait Towers were cheaper 
(KD 12.800 and KD12.600tcs- 
pectively). So what do you get 
lor your money at the Regency 
Palace? 

Certainly the architecture 
and decor of the coffee shop are 
in exquisite taste. The beamed 
ceiling, archways, dark ros- 
ewood chandeliers, wrought 
iron grill-work and bishop's 
hassock cushions create die 
atmosphere of a medieval ban- 
queting hall. The room has a 
cool, airy Mediterranean feel 
with the terracotta tOed floor, 
blue and yellow ceramics and 


arched windows overlooking 
the pooL The chairs, though 
elegant, arc not way comforta- 
-ble. Tim buffet table itself is 
•rather cramped, although it has 
been tastefully decorated with a 
simple yellow sunshade, a few 
plants and an aquarium and 
none, of those, garish polys- 
- tyrene models that haunt most 
coffee shops in town. ■ 

There were Few guests in the 
restaurant and the service 
throughout the meal was flaw- 
less. _Our every- need was 
anticipated, plates being 
quickly removed between cour- 
ses- and someone always dose 
by to hdp with the lids of the 

rfwifing dishes 

.The chefs too are to be com- 
mended. All three courses were 
attractively presented and 
prepared with, delicacy and 


skilL However one had the 
impression that they were being 
forced to work within a strict 
budget. The salad bufietcon- 
tained a small selection of food- 
stuffs when compared with 
other less expensive buffets 
around town. Apart from cold 
roast chicken and stuffed fish, 
slices, a U of the dishes had 
vegetable ingredients. For 


KD13.500 one would have 
expected to ' see Gulf prawns 
and smoked salmon at least. 
Several of the salads were sim- 
ple, unimaginative, mono- 
ingredient dishes.such as grated . 
carrot or beetroot slices. The 
artichokes m garlic and oil were 
excellent as was the muttabaL 
The hot dishes, were all • 
cooked to perfection. My 
favourite was fried fillets of 
hamour topped with capers, 
black olives and finely diced red 
peppers. The rod ting texture of 
the roast potatoes cooked with 
beef bacon is also memorable. 
My; guest recommended the 
moist, tender slices of roast 
turkey cooked in a tasty gravy 
with mushrooms. There was an 
excellent *machbous al la ham' 
with a fragrant topping of 
spiced lentils and sultanas. One 
could choose from veal with a 
julienne of peppers and onions 
or fender meatballs in a tangy 
sauce. There was also mixed 
grill and Tribbe bil saniya.’ 

The range of desserts was 
rather limited and again one 
had the impression of careful 
budgeting behind scenes. There 
were ho large gateaux, just a 
few individual slices of cake. 
The other sweets werepredicta- 


ble : creme caramel, trifle, 1 
chocolate mousse, fruit, Arabic 
pastries and muhallabia. The 
latter was declared to be the 
best in Kuwait by my dinner 
guest, while the unit salad of 
strawberries, pineapple, kiwi 
final and apples was my per- 
sonal favourite. Afterwards 
one could fill up on cheese and 
biscuits. 

Our enjoyment of the meal 
was definitely spoiled when we 
saw the bill. By no stretch of the 
imagination was this meal 
worth anything like KD 13.500 

and would have been more real- 
istically priced at less than 
KD 1 0. If the coffee shop of the 
Regency is ever fuller than the 
evening we were there, then the 
owner will make a handsome 
profit, although I wonder 
whether many guests would 
return to eat there again.

World criticism 


of Israel mounts 


By Patrick Worsnip 


LONDON, (Reuter): The Pales- 
tinian uprising in the Israeli- 
occupied territories has brought 
widespread criticism from the 
world at large of Israel's methods 
of riot control but few new ideas 
on how to solve the Middle East 
problem. 

The prolonged unrest in the 
Gaza Strip and West Bank, in 
which at least 59 Palestinians 
have been killed, has spurred the 
United States into launching a 
fresh peace initiative based lar- 
gely on the 1978 Israeli-Egyptian 
Camp David accords. 

The leaders of Egypt and Jor- 
dan have renewed efforts to 
promote their formula for tack- 
ling the crisis — a peace con- 
ference of the parties to the con- 
flict and the five permanent 
members of the UN Security 
Council. 

Many other countries would 
doubtless agree with the view 
expressed recently by Vatican 
Radio that the violence 
underlines the need for a Middle 
East solution. 

But, conscious perhaps that 
the region is a graveyard of peace 

E lans, these countries have done 
ttle except deplore the situation 
and restate long-held opinions 
on what needs to be done. 

A Dutch Foreign Ministry 
official, referring to a dile mm a 
over whether Prime Minister 
Ruud Lubbers should scrap a 
planned visit to Israel in May, 
probably spoke for many when 
he said: “The Dutch wish that the 
trouble would just go away.” 
Deplore 

A European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC) statement issued 
earlier tins month said that the 12 
members “deeply deplore the 
repressive measures taken by 
Israel, which are in violation of 
International law , a nd .' human 
‘rights. These measures must 
stop." 

The statement went no further 
than reiterating EEC support for 
the international conference 
scheme, which Israeli Prime Min- 
ister Yitzhak Shamir has rejec- 
ted. 

Washington’s friends in 
Europe and the Arab world have 
appeared anxious not to under- 
cut the US initiative, which 


Secretary of State George Shultz 
has called “a- new blend of ideas 
that have been around for a 
while.” Shultz will visit the Mid 
die East this week to discuss the 
ideas. 

Israeli officials say the 
proposal would start off with 
some kind of international meet- 
ing, provide for an interim period 
of limited self-rule for the Pales- 
tinians and then Arab-Israeli 
negotiations on a permanent set- 
tlement ' 

Jordanian and Egyptian 
officials have said such a plan 
would not go far enough and 
privately many West European 
diplomats are also sceptical. But 
none of them want to discourage 
the United States, seen as the 
only power able to influence 
Israel, from engaging in a Middle 
East peace effort. 

One $tate Department official 
said the violence had not har- 
dened US government attitudes 
towards Israel but had made 
Washington more determined 
“ to persuade Israel it is in its own 
interests to move the peace 
process forward at this time.” 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO), however, 
has rejected the plan, seeing it as a 
poorly-concealed attempt to 
take .the heat off Israel while 
adding nothing to previous 
proposals. 

A senior PLO official in Tunis 
said: “We are putting all our 
efforts into helping the upris- 
ing.” But many independent 
analysts dispute the PLO's claim 
to have been behind the rioting 
and believe it may have lost the 
initiative to the youthful demon- 
strators. 

Strong statements of support 
for the Palestinians have come 
from Arab allies in the Third 
World and co mmunis t countries. 

Zambian President Kenneth 
Kaunda declared last week that 
“what they (the Israelis) are 
doing to the Palestinians is exac- 
tly what Hitler did to the Jewish 
people.”

In Peking, the China Daily 
published a cartoon of a US 
official looking through bin- 
oculars with his back to Israeli 
soldiers beating up a Palestinian, 
with the caption: “Don’t disturb 
me. I'm looking for human rights 
violations in the world.” 


Lack of US presidential favourites 


Long struggle for 
the White House

WASHINGTON. (Reuter): 
Iowa and New Hampshire 
voters, who traditionally launch 
US presidents on the road to the 
White House, have for once 
produced a muddle. 

Instead of two main conten- 
ders emerging from the 
Republican and Democratic par- 
ties this year, more than half a 
dozen significant candidates 
remain after voting in the two 
states. 

Political strategists say that for 
the first time since 1952, one of 
the parties may need more than 
one ballot at its national conven- 
tion to choose its nominee for the 
presidential election in Novem- 

“On both sides, this is going to 
be long, hard and unsettled,” 
said Democratic strategist 
Robert Beckel who managed 
Walter Mondale's 1984 
presidential campaign. “With so 
many candidates it may become 
mathematically impossible to 
amass a majority of delegates .” 

Vice-President George Bush, 
bruised by a third-place finish in 
the Feb 8 Iowa party caucus 
votes, bounced back with a big 
New Hampshire primary win last 
Tuesday that restored him as the 
frontrunner for the Republican 
.nomination to succeed President 
Reagan. 

Trounced 

Robert Dole, Republican 
leader in the Senate who troun- 
ced Bush in Iowa, is still a serious 
contender and former television 
evangelist PaL Robertson has 
built a strongarmy of evangelical 
Christians worried about declin- 
ing moral standards. 

The Democrats, who began 
the year without a clear 
favourite, still lack one and have 
four candidates capable of amas- 
sing support in contests over the 
next few weeks. 

Massachusetts governor 
Michael Dukakis, who has the 


most money, won in neighbour- 
ing New Hampshire. 

Missouri representative 
Richard Gephardt, the Iowa 
winner, was helped by regional 
ties. 

Tennessee Senator Albert 
Gore and civil rights leader Jesse 
Jackson, two sons of the south, 
are hoping to score well on 
“Super Tuesday" — the next big 
primary-season event on March 
8, when voting will take place in 
20 states, 1 2 of them in the south. 

About a third of the delegates 
to the presidential nominating 
convention in each party will be 
chosen on that day. 

Publicity 

New Hampshire and Iowa 
accounted forjust two percent of 
delegates and were fought mainly 
for publicity and credibility. 

Super Tuesday could 
theoretically produce a clear 
leader but it seems unlikely that 
any Democrat will win much 
more than a third of the 1,307 
party delegates chosen on that 
day. 

There will bc4, 1 62 delegates at 
the Democratic convention in 
Atlanta in July, with a majority 
(2,082) needed to nominate a 
candidate. 

On Super Tuesday, it is possi- 
ble that one Democratic can- 
didate might win the most 
delegates, another might have 
support from the most states and 
a third might receive the biggest 
popular vote. 

“Almost everybody is going to 
claim some kind of victory on 
Super Tuesday,” says Ann 
Lewis, former Democratic Party 
political director. 

Former Democractic Party 
chairman Robert Strauss says 
the odds are 50-50 that the 
primary battles will end in June 
without a Democratic nominee. 

If that occurs, the contest 
could be settled by 645 delegates 
who are not legally bound to 
back any candidate. These are 
party leaders and past and 
present elected officials.

Sikhs kill Sikhs

KATHUNANGAL, India, 
(A?): The turban of 12-year-old 
Sikh Darshan Singh was half 
burned from the heat of the mud- 
oven where he hid to escape 
death. 

But the killers — Sikhs them- 
selves — yanked him out, and he 
died in a burst of gunfire. Dar- 
shan, his elder brother Gajjan 
and his father Jarnail were killed 
in their courtyard in the village of 
Fattu Bheela, home of 2,000 
Sikhs. More than 100 shots were 
fired. 


A new turn to terrorist violence 


Attack 


It was just one case of Sikhs 
killing Sikhs. Never before in the 
six-year campaign for an 
independent homeland by Sikh 
radicals have the killers turned 
their guns so relentlessly on peo- 
ple of iheir own minority faith. 

Of the 283 deaths blamed on 
Sikh militan ts this year in the 
Sikh-dominated northern state 
of Punjab, at least 169 victims 
were Sikhs. Eighty-four were 
Hindus and 30 were unidentified. 
Last Friday and Saturday, 3! 
people were killed in a spree of 
attacks by radicals. At least 20 
were Sikhs. 

Harbhajan Kaur, the mother 


of 12-year-old victim Darshan, 
told of the attack last week in the 
village near Kathunangal, 30 
kilometres (18 miles) north of 
Amritsar, the Sikh holy dty and 
centre of the radical campaign. 

■ She said from a hospital bed 
that she was wounded bat, 
because of fear, no neighbour 
came to help even in the tiny 
village. 

“They shot at me, but I did not 
die. I was lying in my courtyard 
the whole night, bleeding.” she 
said. 

The Sikh campaign began with 
killing of Hindus, India’s 
religious majority but a minority 
in Punjab. The radicals allege 
economic and cultural domina- 
tion by Hindus and want an 
independent homeland for their 
16 million people. 

Most of the around 1 ,000 peo- 
ple slain by Sikh radicals last year 
were Hindus. Theories vary on 
why the guns have been turned on 
Sikhs. 

“Most of the men killed are 
either former terrorists or har- 
bourers and their families who . 
now refuse to give shelter to the 
militants,” S.S. Virk, deputy 


director general of the 
Paramilitary Central Reserve 
Police Force, said in an interview 
at Amritsar. 

“It is just a terror tactic. The 
militants want the message to 
go deep — that they will not 
only kill those who oppose them, 
but even those who refuse to sup- 
port them,” said Amritsar dis- 
trict police superintendent 
Mohammed Izhar Alam. 

But the killers have their own 
logic, claiming all Sikh victims 
are police informers or enemies 
of their 500-year-old faith, foun- 
ded as an alternative to warring 
Muslims anri Hindus 


attacks myself and in every case, 
we killed only police informers.” 

Why are Sikh women and chil- 
dren also killed? 

“Have you heard of an old 
Punjabi saying — when you 
grind wheat to get flour, some 
millets also get crushed,” said 
S ingh, a large man with flowing 
beard.

“We shed the blood of only 
enemies, not of innocents or pas- 
sive people. ... it is not a Sikh 
tradition to kill the innocent," 
said Giani Jagir Singh, spokes- 
man for the “Panthic Commit- 
tee,” an umbrella group that con- 
trols the Sikh movement 
“Write it down.” the 45-year- 
old Singh commanded during an 
interview in a Bare, wind owl ess 
room in the Sikhs' Golden Tem- 
ple. “I have led half a dozen’ 


Dewan Singh, a police detec- 
tive in Amritsar, said that in most 
cases the killers are recognised by 
the victims’ families, so they 
deliberately wipe out all witnes- 
ses. 

“I have analysed 25 death 
cases and circumstancial 
evidence suggests that in 19 cases, 
the killers were known to the 
victims.” said Dewan Singh. 

In the 19 cases, police found 
half emptied glasses of milk or 
“saxbat,” sweetened water with 
lemon, which were believed 
served to the assailants. Rarely 
did the killers have to force their 
entry. 

“Which means the victims 
knew the voices of the killers,” 
said Dewan Singh. 


Darbar Kaur. a 50-year-old 
grandmother, told of the attack 
on *ber family in the village of 
Khera Bala-Chak, also near 
Kathunangal. 

“Five Sikh boys came and 
asked for my younger son. 
SuijeeL He opened tbe door and 
asked his wife to heat up some 
mil k for the visitors,” Mrs Kaur 
said. 

“After a few minutes they fired 
at Surjeet,” she said. Her hus- 
band. Smjeet, another son, and a 
4-year-old granddaughter were 
killed, while Mrs Kaur and her 
daughter-in-law hid behind a 
bolted kitchen door. 


Afraid 


Her son Surjeet was arrested 
last July for illegallypossessing a 
firearm and was believed to be a 
member of the radical group 
“Babbar Khalsa.” He was 
released on bail Jan 1. 

“He was not a police informer, 
but he was required under bail 
provision to report to the police 
station once a week,” said Kath- 
unangal police officer Subba 
Singh. “So his former associates 
drew the conclusion that Surjeet 


had turned informer” 

Singh, who is responsible for 
maintaining order in 70 villages 
with a population of 200,000, 
said Surjeet was afraid he might 
be killed. 

“But we can’t give protection 
to all former terrorists.” he said. 
“I have just 22 policemen, one 
jeep and three motorcycles to 
police the entire area." 

The killers often leave behind a 
note on stationer)' of "Khalis- 
lan.” the name of their unborn 
Sikh nation. The letters 
sometimes even carry reference 
numbers, such as the “ A-l 59" on 
one left in the courtyard where 
12-year-old Darshan Singh was 
killed. 

“They are our death warrants. 
‘A’ stands for AkaU the immortal 
throne of the Sikh faith) and the 
police informer to be killed was 
1 59 on our list,” explained Giani 
Jagir Singh, the militant Spokes- 
man 

He left no doubt that more 
death warrants could be expec- 
ted. “If any of the men on the hit 
list die a natural death, we will 
consider it as a great insult to our 
faith,” he said.

Relations have long -been 
strained between the government 
and most top newspapers, with 
sensational political articles, 
showbusiness "exposes" and pic- 
tures of scantily-clad girls bring- 
ing pressure for legal controls 
and a draft law to punish “false 
news." 

Shouts of agree m ent, and a 
chorus of “the press is a liar,” 
provided a background for 
scathing comments about news- 
papers made by Turkey’s con- 
servative Prime Minister Turgut 
Ozal at a party meeting a few days 
ago. 

Ilnur Cevik, editor-in-chief of 
the Turkish Daily News, said 
journalists were aware, “things 
are getting out of hand and that 
irresponsible reporting has tarni- 
shed the image of the press. 

“The best remedy is the one the 
press offers, to correct itself. This 
is why the Press Council has to 
succeed. Failure will be an open 
invitation for the government to 
suppress the press,” he wrote in 
an editorial- 

Change 

His view of the Press Council is 
not shared by some newsmen 
who see it as government-ins- 
pired although agree change is 
needed. 

The government says it has no 
wish to reduce press freedom and 
is taking every precaution to 
make democracy bloom follow- 
ing the 1980coup and three years 
of military rule. 

Since the Press Council came 
into being this month, the gover- 
nment has shelved its draft law 


providing for fines up to the 
equivalent of SI 0,000 for publi- 
shing “false news." 

Editors feared the “false 
news” draft, terming it a grey 
area, and said such a law, 
together with those already deal- 
ing with obscenity and “anti- 
state activities,” could be used to 
curb press criticism. 

The Press Council has been set 
up at a critical time as the fiercely- 
independent newspapers Gght to 
keep readers against a state-con- 
trolled television drive to extend 
coverage to most of Turkey's 52 
million predominantly-Muslim 
people. 

The total circulation of news- 
papers, which generally see them- 
selves as pursuing a parliamen- 
tary opposition role, has dipped 
since 1983 to about 2.5 mufion 
from over three million. 

Ozal witheringly dismissed 
newspaper poweT as he spoke to 
party members in Izmir this 
month: "Let them write. They 
don't have any influence any 
more."

“If there are obstacles to press 
freedom in a country — and 
indeed there are many in Turkey

The Press Council’s charter 
was signed by representatives of 
the major dailies and three 
domestic news agencies. Its 
governing body comprises jour- 
nalists, professors and an actress. 


Aquino’s third year 


Dreams of social progress, 
reform remain unfulfilled

MANILA, (AP): President Co- 
razod Aquino, despite coup 
attempts and political turmoil, 
begins her third year in office 
today more secure in power than 
at any time in her turbulent 
administration. 

But many who saw the Feb 25, 
1986, uprising against President 
Ferdinand Marcos are disap- 
pointed that dreams of social 
progress and reform remain

The coalition of reformist sol- 
diers, human rights activists, the 
Roman Catholic church and 
business groups that propelled 
Mrs Aquino to power has been 
shattered in the bickering that 
followed. 

Land reform remains bogged 
down in Congress. Human rights 
groups that once castigated Mar- 
cos for the abuses of his adminis- 
tration now raise similar charges 
against the Aquino government. 

In a radio broadcast Stmday, 
Mrs Aquino described her first 
two years in office as “very dif- 
ficult.”

Sen. Rene Saguisag, a former 
presidential spokesman and 
human rights lawyer, accused the 
military of “blackmail” and Sen. 
Teofisto Guingona branded the 
proposed identity card system as 
the trappings of a police state.

Beyond surviving, the prin- 
cipal achievement of the Aquino 
admi ni stration has been the res- 
toration of popular democracy, 
marked by ratification of a 
liberal constitution and the elec- 
tions of senators, congressmen 
and regional officials. 

Last week, however. Senate 
president Jovito Salonga noted 
there were 700 allegations of 
fraud in the Jan 18 regional elec- 
tion. He said those who believe 
real democracy has been restored 
“are more obsessed with theory 
than actual fact.” 

Prospects for broad social, 
economic and political reform 
have been clouded by several fac- 
tors, including a $28-bi!lion debt, 
a cumbersome legislature and 
political polarisation widened by 
the communist rebellion and a 
rise in military influence. 

For much of her term, Aquino 
fac«i serious challenges from the 
military, and she owes her 
poli tical survival to a great extent 
to a faction under Ramos.

As Chief of Staff, Ramos held 
most of the armed forces behind 
the government and fended off 
six coup plots. Social activists 
fear her reliance on the Ramos 
faction has resulted in a down- 
playing cf the government's 
commitment to reform and 
human rights.

tricks in peace and quiet. But he 
played low, and when East captured 
the jack with the king, he was in the 
hot seal. 

He proved equal to the challenge. 
He shifted to the jack of clubs! De- 
clarer had no way to escape his fate. 
The only place he could get rid of a 
club was on a diamond winner, but 
time had run out on him. When he 
led the ten of diamonds to set up 
dummy's queen, it was a simple 
matter for West to grab the ace of 
diamonds and switch back to a club, 
allowing East to collect two club 
tricks for a one-trick set. 

There is another version of this 
defense that is even more difficult. 
That is when dummy holds the ace- 
queen of a suit, and you have to lead 
away from your king when you are 
sitting behind the tenace. This de- 
fense may be necessary to set up a 
trick in the suit by force before de- 
clarer has time to establish a side 
suit for discards.

CALCUTTA has received a 
had press for so long that it is 
preparing for its tercentenary in 
1990 in a mood of cheerful 
defiance. Its pollution is all 
enveloping and the night airisa 
damp, dense smog that goes 
straight to the throat. 

The traffic is stationary dur- 
ing rush hours, the pavements 
are covered with a fine layer of 
dust and (he poverty is a condi- 
tion of life. 

Yet Calcuttans are proud of 
their city for the vitality and 
good humour with which it 
survives.

GENETIC DISEASES ARE 
INHERITED CONDITIONS 


QUESTION: What is a genetic disease? Can 
it be cured? 

ANSWER: A genetic disease is any 
condition that is inherited, that is, 
transmitted through the genes from your 
parents. Just as you can inherit brown eyes 
or tallness, you can inherit certain diseases, 
such asTay-Sachs. sickle-cell anemia, cystic 
fibrosis or other conditions. 

Genetic diseases should not be confused 
with birth defects. A birth defect may or may 
not have been inherited. Some genetic 
diseasesdon't show up until years after birth 
or. like Huntington's disease, not until 
middle age. after the affected person til read) 
has children and passed on the gene for the 
disease. 

Many genetic illnesses are made worse by 
environmental factors. An example is 
phenylketonuria (PKU). where the body 
can't break down protein normally, and 
mental retardation results. If a child with 
PK U is Ted a special diet from birth, he or she 
will grow normally. PKU. likeTay-Sachs, is 
actually an inherited defect in metabolism. 

Genetic diseases are caused by one or 
more faulty genes. We each get half our 
genes from our mother and half from our 
father. Some diseases, such as 
hypercholesterolemia, are dominant and 
need only one faulty gene in order for an 


affected person to be ill. Other diseases are 
recessive and the person must inherit a 
faulty gene from each parent to have it. 
Getting only one recessive gene means 
you're a carrier: you're healthy, but can pass 
ihe gene on to your children. For some 
diseases, having one bad gene may mean 
that, in addition to being a carrier, you have 
a milder case than if you had inherited both 
genes. Sex-linked diseases, such as 
hemophilia and colourblindness, are those 
that women can carry, but men only can 
inherit. 

When a child inherits a disease, the 
chances of anothcrchild in the family having 
it vary. In Huntingon ton’s disease, half the 
children in the family inherit Lhe gene and 
develop the disease. In hemophilia, where 
lhe mother carries lhe gene, half her sons will 
have hemophilia and half her daughters will 
be carriers. In a family with sickle-cell 
anemia and PKU. each child has a 23 per 
cent risk of inheriting. 

No genetic illness can be cured. 
Hemophiliacs can inject dolling factors and 
people with PKU can adjust their diet, but 
they can never get rid of their genes. The best 
way to deal with genetic disorders is to 
prevent them through screening. Simple 
blood tests can detect the gene for sickle-cell 
anemia. Amniocentesis can delect Tay- 


Sachs and other metabolic diseases during a 
pregnancy. If you suspect you carry a 
genetic disease, talk to your doctor about 
genetic counseling, which can help you 
make decisions about having children. 

ACROSS MY DESK: Representatives 
from health and labour groups met at the 
Centres for Disease Con trol headquarters in 
Atlanta to help formulate new federal 
guidelines to protect health-care workers 
against infections from AIDS and other 
blood-borne diseases. Institutions that fail 
to comply with these new regulations may 
face fines of up to S10.000. When nine 
documented cases of job-related AIDS in 
health-care workers came to the attention of 
the American Nurses Association, it — 
along with representatives of unions 
representing healih-care workers — 
requested the Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (OSH A) to enact 


temporary standards designed to protect 
workers. The guidelines are expected to 


require that special protective garments be 
used when contact with body fluids of 
infected patients is required. But there is 
controversy here as well, concerning 
implementation, and enforcement, in the 
face of a perceived risk that is growing.

S. Korea rapidly expanding 
trade with Soviet Union 


TOKYO, Feb 24, (Reuter): With 
the help of Japanese companies. 
South Korea is rapidly expand- 
ing unofficial trade with the 
Soviet Union, despite official 
coolness between the two 
capitalist and communist 
nations, Japanese sources said 
today. 

Japanese firms are playing a 
key role, providing front com- 
panies in the Philippines, Aus- 
tralia, and other countries to 
manage the trade, said a Japan- 
ese Soviet expert. 

“Bilateral trade is expected to 
rise to $1.5 billion a year from 
400 million to 500 million now 
after the Seoul Summer Olym- 
pics," said the professor from a 
Central Tokyo University, who 
declined to be named. 

There was no confirmation of 
the report from Seoul. 

Officials confined themselves 


to saying: “We have some 
indirect trade exchanges with the 
Soviet Union but the volume is 
very small at present.” 

Ties 

They said South Korea clearly 
wanted formal trade ties with 
Moscow, and hoped that this 
year’s Seoul Olympics would 
help break down trade barriers. 

Repercussions because of 
Communist North Korea. 

Seoul already has strong trade 
ties with China, which South 
Korean President Chun Doo 
Hwan said could lead to full 
diplomatic ties soon. 

China and the Soviet Union 
are the main allies of Seoul's 
enemies in the Communist 
North. But the Soviets, unlike 
C hina, have officially been more 
distant from South Korea. 

This month, Ludwig Chizhov, 
director of the Soviet Depart- 


ment of Pacific and Southeast 
Asian Affairs told reporters in 
Tokyo that Moscow did not 
intend to change its policy 
toward South Korea, despite its 
recent decision to participate in 
the Seoul Summer Olympics. 
t The Soviets may also see trade 
with South Korea as one way to 
get round cocom rules, the Wes- 
tern code of trade restrictions on 
sensitive technology products to 
communist nations, the sources 
said. 

South Korea, which has given 
high priority to opening trade 
with Communist countries, 
agreed with Hungary last year to 
exchange resident trade mis- 
sions. 

- One of the country’s biggest 
car makers, Kia Motor, said on 
Tuesday it was negotiating with 
Hungary and China to set up 
joint-venture car plants there. 


In such an instance, the Econ- 
omics Department contributes 
to the dedsion-makin| process 
by analysing the financial, social 
and political situation of the 
country.

This is important for us 
because developments open 
opportunities for world trade, 
international business and soon. 

As a Kuwaiti bank, we are 
obviously closely involved with 
the local economy and what 
might happen so that we can plan 
our business, and so that we can 
help clients to conduct their 
businesses.'' 

“Let me give another example, 
working from the general to the 
particular. Our analysis might 
start with the world economy. 
From a study of international 
activity, we could forecast world 
oil demand fornexi year. We also 
know how much petroleum 
various producers might want to 
sell. From a relative analysis of 
oil demand, supply and price 
(since they are all inter-related) 
we could estimate how much oil 
Kuwait can sell, and at what 
price.” 

Demand 

With a knowledge of Kuwaiti 
oil revenues, and other trends in 
government policy, “we can 
project government spending 
and aggregate demand in the 
Kuwaiti economy. This enables 
us to predict — for example — 
how many new cars might be sold 
in this country next year. 
Moreover, by analysing 
exchange rates and cost trends in 
different countries, we can even 
say how many American Japan- 
ese and German autos might be 
sold.” 

He added: “We place stress on 
original thinking and precise 
analysis. Then we try to do away 
with technical language and jar- 
gon, and convey our thoughts as 
simply as possible. Our first 
objective is help Burgas Bank 
identify and reach its corporate 
goals. Our subsidiary aim, no less 
important, is to promote under- 
standing- of the Kuwaiti econ- 
omy. We hope to be able to publ- 
ish some analysis in the near 
future which will add to this 
understanding, both at home and 
abroad. We hope that by doing 
this,- we will contribute some- 
thing, nomatter how small, to the 
continuing prosperity of this 
excellent country." 

Dr Abdul Wahab A1 Ameen, 
adviser and head, economics 
department of Kuwait Gulf 
Bank has said the basic objective 
of a commercial bank man- 
agement is to maximise profits 
and minimise costs and in search 
for profit-maximisation, there 


are trade-offs between reduced 
risk and increased income. 
Decision making in commercial 
banks must be done quickly and 
decisively. The management 
cycle in every business consists of 
several steps or procedures such 
as planning, organising and con- 
trolling expected to accomplish a 
desirable end. Planning is the 
activity through which a business 
firm charts its future course of 
action. 

Competitive 

He said planning is important 
because of the competitive 
environment within which banks 
operate and their desire to 
improve efficiently that will 
result in increased growth and 
increased return on equity. In the 
planning process, the first step is 
a recognition of the bank's 
resources, its assets, deposits, 
liquidity, and capital; its acep- 
tance in the society; the expertise 
of its personnel and its domin- 
ance in the marketplace. 

The end result of planning is to 
develop a strategy for utilising 
the resources of a business within 
its projected environment so as to 
attain its overall objectives. 

Process 

A five-year strategy plan seems 
to be common.<. however plan- 
ning is a continuous process. A 
strategy is a quantification of 
ideas* Strategies denote a 
programme of action and invole 
the deployment of resources to 
attain certain objectives. 

Establishing objectives is basic 
to the determination of (he 
bank's policies and will affect the 
organisational structure of the 
bank as well as influence the type 
of personnel employed. 

Banks operate in an economic 
environment, consequently an 
economic forecast for the next 3- 
5 years would certainly be helpful 
in adopting a plan. 

Dr Ameen said the bank man- 
agement must make many 
assumptions about the future, 
and project the organisation into 
that expected environment. It is 
at this point that the bank’s econ- 
omics department can play an 
important role in achieving the 
bank's targets. Assumptions 
must be made about many econ- 
omic and financial factors that 
will impact the bank in the com- 
ing months. 

The economics department 
should move quickly and 
efficiently to submit an executive 
briefing on the effect of a certain 
event ormeasure hoping it will be 
of use to the management. After 
evaluating the external forces, 
bank management turns to the 
internal qualities of the bank, 
which is the task of other depart- 
ments. ' 

Gulf Bank Economics Depart- 
ment has two research units 
expected to cover local and inter- 
national markets. 

The local markets research 
unit conducts studies on impact 
of monetary and fiscal policies on 
the Kuwaiti economy in general 
and the banking sector m par- 
ticular. 

The world market research 
unit conducts studies on specil- 
ised country report, FX and 
interest rates forecastsand world 
economic developments and 
forecasts.

Japan’s venture into oil 
futures trading backfires 


TOKYO, Feb 24, (Reuter): 
Many Japanese trading houses 
and oil companies, traditionally 
averse to taking risks, are having 
to cut staff after losing billions of 
dollars on speculative oil trading 
last year. 

“Japanese companies lost 
their shirts last year,” said one 
international oil trader today. 

One oil analyst blamed US 
banks for encouraging oil com- 
panies to trade heavily in volatile 
oil futures, especially on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange 
(Nymex) where prospective 
buyers and sellers can hedge or 
speculate on theprice of the com- 
modity some tune in the future. 

Experience 

The trouble was many Japan- 
ese traders guessed wrong and 
did not have the futures market 
experience to cut their losses. 

“It was a glorious con,” the 
analyst said. 


US Central Bank gives itself high marks 


WASHINGTON, Feb 24, 
(Reuter): The outlook for the US 
economy and inflation may be 
clouded but Federal Reserve 
Board chairman Alan Greens- 
pan for one is clearly pleased with 
how his central bank is coping. 

His first semi-annual report to 
Congress since he succeeded Paul 
Volcker last August held oiit the 
prospect of a sixth year of econ- 
omic expansionary Uions of new 
jobs and a drop in the US trade 
deficit. 


At the same time, like any cen- 
tral banker, he called for 
vigilance against inflation. 

Optimistic 

The Fed is not known for 
smugness. But Greenspan's 
report came close to it in a pas- 
sage discussing the efforts of the 
Federal Open Market Commit- 
tee, the bank’s policy-making 
panel, to maintain economic 
expansion while keeping infla- 
tion down and narrowing the 
huge US trade gap. 


“For 1988, committee mem- 
bers generally were optimistic 
that policy would be geared to 
meeting these goals. Most mem- 
bers foresee continued economic 
growth ... with no significant 
pick-up m inflation,” the report 
said. 

Members of the House Bank- 
ing Committee seemed quite 
happy with Greenspan’s tes- 
timony and spared him a grilling. 
The financial markets reacted 
positively, loo. 


“The dollar’s up, bonds are up 
and stocks are steady — I don’t 
see how they can be other than 
pleased,” said Jim O'Neill of 
Marine Midland Bank in New 
York. 

But Charles Taylor ofPruden- 
tial-Bache Securities in Washin- 
gton said recent market calm was 
deceptive. 

He was worried that another 
flight out of the dollar and US 
assets could start if the Fed 
abruptly eased its grip on credit- 


“The oil industry was 
beautifully conned by the invest- 
ment banks who not only wrote 
and gave seminars on the subject, 
but participated themselves,” he 
said. 

“They created a whole new 
activity for the oil industry." be 
said. “Some oil companies got 
excited, they thought it was a 
whole new world and stopped 
behaving like oil companies.” 

He said Japanese companies 
went into the futures market 
reared up by the feeling that the

Ruder repeats call 
for market changes 

NEW YORK, Feb 24, (AP): Hie head of the Secu ritie s and 
Exchange Comntissiou today reiterated SEC proposals for 
preventing another stock market collapse and stressed Iris agency 
was working with futures market regulators rather than engaging 
in a power struggle. Id a speech to an economic outlook con- 
ference of the Conference Board, SEC chairman David S Rnder 
also indicated his agency was e xamining ways of reducmg 
volatility of stock prices and trading volume, which he attributed 
partly to the use of margin in the stock index futures markets. 

Ruder repeated his agency’s call to examine proposals for 
ircreasiiig coordination between the stock and futures markets 
and expanding the market's capacity to deal with unprecedented 
trading volumes. He also emphasised the SEC'S “co mmitm e n t to 
work closely with other regulators to formulate response to 
current market conditions.” In testimony to the Senate Banking 
Committee earlier this month. Ruder had asked for broad new 
powers over stock-related futures trading, such as ehangmg the 
level of credit allowed for purchases, early market dosings amt 
declaration of temporary bra ding halts. The proposal was resisted 
by Kalo Hinemao, acting chairman of the Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission, in subsequent testimony. 

Soviet ministries’ staffs 
cut by half: economist 

MOSCOW, Feb 24, (Renter): A top Kremlin economic adviser 
says staff in Soviet government ministries have been cat by an 
average of 50 per cent as part of economic reforms, the weekly 
Moscow News said today. Even the State Planting Committee, 
Gosplan, has slashed its staff by 30 per cent, reformist economist 
Abel Aganbegyan was quoted as saying b an interview in the 
paper. He said nearly aO administrative bodies in the Soviet 
Union had revamped their s tr ucture s as part of the Kremlin 
campaign to cut hack bureaucracy, which employs nuUkms of 
people. “Of course this is a blow against bureaucracy, but how 
strong — time wiDtefl,” Aganbegyan said. A bw requiring 60 per 
cent of the Soviet U ohm’s enterprises to become setf-finandng 
this year has forced many organisations to reduce staff in order to 
survive. The authorities have made it dear that the state is not 
prepared to bale out i n sn cces sfid concerns. Aganbegyan said a 
special government commission on administration had been set np 
to correct “deviations from the law” — an indication that not 
everyone was cooperating voluntarily. 

There have been many recent media reports of staff reductions 
In various sectors of the Soviet economy as part of KremEn leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev’s reforms. But Agaobegyan’s statements 
were the most precise description to date of bow the cats had 
affected the government bureaucracy. 

Soviet authorities have ordered job placement centres to be set 
up across tbe conntry to help people expected to be laid off. 

The official policy is that no one should be unemployed as a 
resole of tbe reforms, but authorities have made it dear that many 
people will have to find new jobs and may even have to move to 
different parts of the country . 

Some officials have suggested that government bureaucrats 
could go to work in industry. 

The Ukraine Communist Party paper Pravda Ukrainy said oo 
February 7 (hat neariy 80,000 b ureaucrats had lost their jobs in 
the republic and added that 1,500 imfastrial enterprises had been 
enlarged. 

That suggested that many unwanted administrators had been 
placed in factories. 

US leads attack on 
cheap ICO coffee sales 

LONDON, Feb 24, (Renter): The United States will express 
concern about reports of cut-price coffee sales on the world 
market when the International Coffee Organisation (ICO) board 
meetthis week, US delegate Brace McMullen said today . “This is 
a matter of concern, particularly If s ubstantial differentials exist 
between member and non-member prices — we are suspicious,” 
McMullen said. 

The ICO is a trade body of coffee exporters and consuming 
nations. Its executive board is scheduled to meet in London ou 
Thursday and Friday. ICO fries state that prices should be the 
same for exports to markets in both member and non-member 
countries, and that offenders may be penalised by a cut in their 
allocated export quotas. Dealers say coffee for export to coun- 
tries that are pot ICO members is currently available at pices 25 
per cent below those for export to ICO members. 

l puling prndneer delegates at ten di ng routine committee meet- 
ings ahead of tbe board session said the United States seemed 
concerned about large discounts offered by exporting members 
Mexico, Guatemala and Indonesia. “Producers wffl expect the 
US to provide hard evidence of discounted sales,” they said. 
McMullen said the United States was leading the way in combat- 
ting cheap sales, but added that its concern was shared by other - 
consumers. 

Board chairman Bruno Caron of France said he expected a 
debate on discoout sales mid any infringement of ICO price nifes 
would be dealt with in tune by a special committee. 

London cocoa prices dip 

LONDON, Feb 24, (Renter): Cocoa prices dipped to a five-year 
low this morning but rallied slightly by midday, inciting back over 
a psycfaologicaDy-important market level of £1,000 a tonne. It 
was tbe first time that the price had fallen into triple Genres since 
December 9 and today’s early decline took cocoa for March 
delivery down to £996 a tonne — its lowest since early 1983 and 
almost £20 down on Tuesday’s dose. Traders said tbe market had 
been dominated recently by sellers, but had raffied after some 
players who had been caught short with contracts to fill entered 
the market as buyers. 

Traders said market sentiment generally was bring dampened 
by speculation that a cocoa prodbocer-proposed scheme to hold 

120.000 tonnes of tbe commodity back from the market was 
unlikely to be accepted at a meeting of the International Cocoa 
Organisation Coosa! next week. This opinion followed what 
traders described as an unsuccessful buffer stock buying opera- 
tion this week. Cocoa fotnres prices have declined by around £l 50 
a tonne since the latest round of buffer stock purchasing began on 
January 19 for 75,000 tonnes. Despite a total 250,000 tonnes 
being taken from tbenuuket for the ICCO buffer stock, including 

100.000 from the previous pact and 75,000 bought test year, tbe 
world cocoa balance is expected to be in heavy over-supply m 
1987-88, traders said. 

US lends Argentina $500jm 

WASHINGTON, Feb 24, (AP): The United States awomiced 
yesterday that it was supplying $500 mfllioB in short-term financ- 
ing to Argentina while the Sooth American country worked out 
arrangements for a longer term loan with the International 
Monetary Find. Tbe treasury department made the announ- 
cement of the loan, which would be tbe second such borrowing 
Argentina has done in the past five months. In November, 
Argentina received another $500 mfllioD bridge loan from the 
United States and 14 other countries which it paid lock in 
January after it received further money from the IMF. In a 
statement anuouadng toe new loan, the Treasury Department 
said, “the willingness of the United States to provide this financ- 
ing indicates our support for Argenthm’seconomic propamine to 
achieve sustainable growth and a viable balance of payments 
position.” 

The Statement said that the United States “commends Argen- 
tina's efforts to implement stabifisathm and reform polities with 
the support of foe international financial community.”

launches 
agricultural 
policy 

LAGOS, Feb 24, (Opecna): The 
Nigerian President, General 
Ibrahim Babangida, has 
attributed the failure of past 
agricultural policies in the coun- 
try io misconceptions of the role 
of government in agricultural 
development and frequent chan- 
ges in policy directions. 

Launching the country's 
agricultural policy here at the 
weekend, Babangida said that 
poor implementation of such 
policies as well as deficient ins- 
titutional arrangements were 
also responsible for the failure of 
past policies. 

The president said in addition 
to the various measures enun- 
ciated in Lhe 1988 budget to 
revamp agriculture, the govern- 
ment decided to formulate a 
policy that would offer solutions 
to the country's agricultural 
problems. 

Policy 

Noting that the new policy was 
prepared after comprehensive 
consultations with key decision- 
makers in various sectors of the 
economy, Babangida appealed 
to the private sector to cooperate 
with the government to ensure 
the success of the measures. 

He regretted that the contribu- 
tion of agriculture to the coun- 
try's gross domestic product had 
dwindled from61 per cent in 1964 
to 18 per cent in 1980. 

In an address, the Minister of 
Agriculture, Water Resources 
and Rural Development Maj.« 
Gen. Gado Nasko, said that the 
objective of thepolicy was to stop 
“the haphazard and incoherent 
fashion which had characterised 
Nigeria's past agricultural 
policies.” 

Strategies 

He disclosed that the policy 
was the first stage in an effort to 
evolve an integrated blueprint on 
strategies and programmes for 
the country's agricultural 
development, adding that a 
second policy implementation 
document would also be drawn 
up. 

According to the minister, the 
13 key issues raised in the 
document, which is in three parts, 
include the pegging of the size of 
the land which an individual or 
organisation could hold aL a 
maximum of 2,000 hectares and 
the introduction of a new agricul- 
tural insurance policy. 
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Al Saquer tells Cairo to boost exports to Gulf I 


THE chairman of the Kuwait Chamber 
of Commerce and industry Abdul Aziz 
Al Saquer yesterday said that the Egyp- 
tian government would solve old 
problems of Kuwait real estate owners in 
Egypt. 

He affirmed that the Kuwaiti market is 
open for Egyptian commodities and 
urged Cairo to increase its exports to the 
Arab Gulf markets. 

Al Saquer told Kuna after meeting the 
deputy chairman of the Egyptian Gen- 
eral Investment Authority and free zones 
Or Mohiuddin Algharib at the cham- 
ber's headquarters, that routine works 
had delayed registering real estate in 
Egypt in the name of its Kuwaiti owners 
and called on Cairo to settle the problem 


once and for all, noting that some are still 
pending in courts. 

“We would wish the problems be 
solved in any way whether by issuing a 
special law or upon orders of Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak," the chair- 
man said. 

He explained that “we do not want to 
overrule the Egyptian laws but need an 
end to the problem” and noted that a 
draft law now is tabled in the Egyptian 
parliament which allowed the concerned 
ministers to settle such issues. 

Al Saquer had visited Egypt last Jan- 
uary at the head of a high level chamber 
delegation, during which be conferred 
with several economy officials for talks 
on ways of settling obstacles facing 


Kuwaiti investments in Egypt including 
the real estate problems. 

Asked about what Egypt achieved in 
developing investment works there par- 
ticularly in facilitating Arab and Kuwaiti 
investments, Al Squer said that most' of 
the chamber's requests such as unifying 
the dollar's exchange rate against the 
Egyptian pound and allowing free pric- 
ing of goods and services of investment 
projects have been met by Cairo. 

Exports 

He added that Eyptian investment 
officials are seriously endeavouring to 
promote that sector in the country. 

He advocated expanding the volume 
of Egyptian industrial and agricultural 


exports to the Arab Gulf markets. 

Asked about his meeting with Algh- 
arib. he said the Egyptian official invited 
him to attend the Arab investment sym- 
posium in Egypt scheduled to open there 
on March 13 to discuss a number of 
investment projects. 

Algharib arrived here yesterday at the 
end of a Gulf tour during which he visited 
the UAE and Qatar. Al Saquer noted 
that the symposium, to be opened by 
President Mubarak, will allow oppor- 
tunity to explore investment atmosphere 
and opportunities in Egypt. 

Cairo, is scheduled to table 80 invest- 
ment ventures before the Arab investors 
in the gathering that will be attended by 
chairman of ail Arab chambers.

BAHRAIN, Feb 24. (Reuter): 
Bahrain is pressing ahead with 
plans to set up its first stock 
exchange and hopes to open a 
trading floor within about six 
months, the project's adviser 
said today. 

Fawzi Behzad said conversion 
of an office block in central Man- 
ama should be completed within 
a month and the exchange would 
beopened between Juneand Sep- 
tember. 

“Our plan is to open in sum- 
mer, but no date has been 
decided on yet,” he told Reuters. 

The exchange, replacing a tele- 
phone and telex market, was first 
proposed in August 1986 as part 
of a package of government 
measures to stimulate Bahrain's 
economy. 

Initially 21 Bahraini-owned 
companies will be listed plus nine 
joint venulres between Bahrainis 
and nationals of other GulC 
Cooperation Council countries 
— Kuwait, Oman. Qatar, Saudi 
Arabia and the UAE. 

Markets 

Gulf states have been trying to 
expand their financial markets, 
placing particular emphasis in 
recent months on issuing govern- 
ment bonds or treasury bills to 
bridge budget deficits. 

Stock exchanges have 
developed more slowly- In Saudi 
Arabia, a trading floor was 
opened for just three weeks last 
year and then closed because, 
bankers said, of objections from 
the kingdom's conservative 
religious community.

Argentina announces large

The gas and oil fields are part 
of the Springhill formation in 
waters 66 feet (20 metres) to 134 
feet (40 metres) deep between the 
cities of Rio Gallegos and 
Ushuaia. The fields could begin 
producing next year, Lapena 
said.

least 5 per cent in recoverable 
reserves from BritoiTs North Sea 
oil fields. 

He said BP will spend between 
£300 million and £325 million a 
year on exploration and develop- 
ment in areas controlled by BP 
and Britoil. which Lawson des- 
cribed as a large increase over 
previous expenditures in the 
area. 

Britoil will be managed and 
operated as a separate indepen- 
dent subsidiary and will have its 
own chief executive, Lawson 
said. 

The Britoil board is to be 
headed by a non-executive chair- 
man with no previous BPconnec- 
tions, he said. The appointment 
will be a joint agreement between 
BP and the government, he said. 

The government, BP and 
Britoil have held talks over BP's 
intended takeover for several 
weeks. 


US trade deficit $40.1 7b in quarter 


WASHINGTON, Feb 24, 
(Reuter): The US foreign trade 
deficit was a seasonally adjusted 
$40.17 billion between October 
and December, bringing the Cotied 
1 987 deficit to $ 1 59.2 billion, the 
government said today. 

The deficit was smaller than 
the record $4037 billion deficit in 
the July- September period. It 
was the first narrowing of a quar- 
terly deficit since the second 
quarter of 1986. 

The report covered monthly 
figures on merchandise trade 
already released, but it presented 
them on a seasonally adjusted 
balance-of- payments basis 

which excludes military sales and 
costs ofinsuranceand shipping. 

The Commerce Department 
said the third quarter deficit was 
previously estimated at $39.83 
billion. 

Imports 

The trade deficit on a balance- 
of-payments basis for 1986 was 
$14434 billion. 

US officials are looking for an 
improvement in the US trade 


balance this year to help sustain 
the current economic expansion, 
now in its 63rd month. 

•Federal Reserve Board Chair- 
man- Alan Greenspan told Con- 
gress in testimony this week the 
United States had reached a turn- 
ing point on the trade deficit. US 
exports have become more com- 
petitive because of the lower 
dollar and imports are 
becoming more expensive and 
therefore less attractive to 
American buyers, be said. 


The Commerce Department 
said both imports and exports 
rose to record levels in the fourth 
quarter, with imports up four per 
cent to $109.23 billion, and 
exports up six per cent to 69.06 
billion. 

The deficit with Japan 
increased by $13 billion, to 15 
billion in the fourth quarter, 
while the deficit with newly 
industrialised countries in Asia 
decreased by $2 billion, to 8.1 
billion, the department said.

Leg or shoulder of lamb or 
Iamb pieces

Wash the meat 
thoroughly and put in a 
large pot Fill the pot with 
water until the meat is well 
covered. Add three to four 
cardamom pods, four 
sticks of cinnamon, four 
whole cloves and peeled 
onion cut in half. The 
spices and onion give a nice 
flavour to the meat. 

Heat the water until it 
boils, then let it continue to 
boil on medium heat until 
the meat is tender, about 40 
minutes to an hour depen- 
ding on how large your 
piece of meat is. Add salt, 
according to taste, when 
the meat is abo ut halfdone . 

When the meat is cooked 
take it out of the water, but 
do not throw out the water 
as you will be using it to 
cook the rice. Strain the 
water into another con- 
tainer, discard the onion 
and spices, and set it aside.

Second, make the 
heshew, a mixture of 
onion, pine nuts and sul- 
tanas which you sprinkle 
on top of the cooked rice, 
(see recipe below) * 

When your rice has 
expanded, is fluffy, and no 
longer hard, turn the heat 
on low and let it simmer for 
five or ten minutes, until 
the excess moisture has 
steamed away. At this time 
you should pour the saf- 
fron mixture on top of the 
rice in a circular pattern so 
that you will end up with 
nice streaks of yellow 
mixed with the white rice. 


Heshew 

Ingredients 

3 medium onions 
Ground dried Mack limes 
Pine nuts 

Ground cardamom

First, wash a handful of ! 
sultanas and leave them to 
soak in warm water for ten 
to fifteen minutes, until 
they are soft. Chop the 
onions in a frying pan (a 
Teflon one is best) and fry 
them over medium heat 
without any oil, stirring 
them continuously as they 
brown adding spoonfuls of 
water now and then when 
they Jpegin to stick to the

‘"Stir in a handful of pane 
nuts, letting them brown as 
the onions continue to get 
darker. Add a teaspoon 
each of black lime powder, 
ground cardamom and 
ground cumin and do not 
stop stirring. Now drain 
and add the sultanas and 
continue stirring until the 
onion has turned dark 
brown. Set aside. 

When everything is 
ready, dish the rice out 
onto a large platter, sprin- 
kle the heshew on top and 
.put the meat on top of the 
rice. Serve with a tomato 
sauce called dakkous (see 
recipe below). 

Dakkous — Tomato 
Sauce 

Dakkous is quick and 
simple to make. Use four 
medium fresh chopped 
tomatoes or peeled tinned 
tomatoes which you have 
mashed with a fork. Chop 
up parsley, celery leaves, or 
any greens you have 
available. Add to the 
tomatoes and heat in a 
saucepan along with a 
clove of finely chopped 
garlic, a few spoons of 
tomato paste, add salt and 
black pepper to taste.

But whether boxing's three 
main sanctioning bodies go 
along remains to be seen. 

The promoters, Don King and 
main events monitor, announced 
that to accommodate Holyfield 
they bad changed the 1 90-pound 
(86 kg) enriserweight limit to 195 
pounds (88 kg) for the 12-round 
fight without approval of the 
sanctioning bodies. 

Titles 

Holyfield owns the World 
Boxing Association (WBA) and 
Internationa] Boxing Federation 
(1BF) titles, while Deleon is the 
World Boxing Council (WBC) 
champion. 

“Wecould live with 12 rounds, 
but five founds over we can not,” • 
IBF president Bob Lee said. “I 
don’t see how we can sanction at 
that weight.” 

“It’s an over-the-weigjbt fight 
and it is pretty difficult for it to be 
for our title at that weight” 

The IBF title distance is 15- 
rounds. The WBA and WBC 
have 12-round limits. 

WBA lawyer James Binns said 
he would meet WBA President 
Gilberto Mendoza this weekend 
to discuss tbe weight issue. 

In Mexico City, WBC 
executive secretary Eduardo 
Lam azon told Reuters: “We will 
try to do something. What we 
have here in our relations with 
the WBA and the IBF is a five- 
round difference. We will uy to 
straight everything oul” 

Holyfield plans to move up to 
the heavyweight ranks and 
challenge undisputed champion 
Mike Tyson next year. The 195- 
pound (88kg) weight limit is seen 
as a step in his bid to become a 
full-fledged heavyweight. 

'If 1 tought Tyson today 1 
would win” the 1984 Olympic 
bronze medallist said. “I have the 
motivation and the style to beat 
Tyson. 

“Bui I am not going to jump 
right into the heavyweight ranks. 
•It will be a graduated move.” 

The 25-year-old Holyfield has ; 
a 1 7-0 record with 1 3 knockouts. ! 
In his 12th professional fight on | 
July 20, 1986 he won the WBA 
junior heavyweight title with a 
15-round points decision over 
two-time American champion 
Dwight Muhammad Qawai. 


Shriver, meanwhile, lost only 
seven points in the opening set 
and held a 5-1 lead in the final set 
before allowing Provis to rally 
back. 

Up 5-4, Shriver served three 
aces in the final game to end the 
55-minute m ptrifr a fftfag t the 18- 
year-old Australian. 

“It got a little complicated in 
the second set, but that 
sometimes happens when you get 
out to a quick start,” said 
Shriver, ranked No. 4.

Nykanen makes Olympic history by winning third gold 


CALGARY, Canada, Feb 24, 
(UPI): Matti Nykanen made 
Olympic history yesterday by 
winning the third Olympic gold 
medal of his career, only to be 
outclassed as crowd favourite by 
the man who finished dead last. 

The 24-year-old “Flying 
Finn" won the 90-metre ski jump 
event by an overwhelming mar- 
gin to take his second gold medal 
of these Games and become the 
most successful ski jumper in the 
64 years since the Winter Olym- 
pics began. 

Performance 

His performance came on a 
day when crisp, calm weather 
helped relieve a chaotic backlog 
of events. For the first time since 
the opening ceremonies, organ- 
isers could brag that eveiy com- 
petition scheduled during the 
day came off as planned. 

Nykanen claimed a gold and 
silver medal four years ago in 
Sarajevo and won a gold last 


week in the 70-metres ski jump 
event. He has a chance for 
another medal later this week in 
the team jumping competition. > 
• The 80,000 people who jam- 
med into the ski jumping site, 
however, saved their biggest 
cheer for Michael “Eddie” 
Edwards, who during his.siay in 
CaJgary has provide Olympic 
comic relief and become one of 
the Game’s most publicised com- 
petitors because he is so bad. 

“That’s fine," Nykanen said. 
“We need some clows in this 
business." 

Edwards finished lasL — as 
expected — in a 55-man field. His 
best jump was 47 metres shorter 
than that of Nykanen. 

Despite that, the crowd chan- 
ted, "Ed-Dy, Ed-Dy.” before he 
jumped and gave him a huge roar 
of approval when he landed both 
of his jumps safely. 

Nykanen was joined as a gold 
medalist yesterday by East Ger-

American Bonnie Blair beat 
her East German rivals on Mon- 
day night and Van Gennip 
skated a world record 4; 11 .94 last 
night to down Andrea Ehrig and 
GabiZange, both from East Ger- 
many and both with times under 
the previous world mark. 

“It was important I beat the 
East Germans in the Olympics;" 
Van Gennip said. “The East Ger- 
mans have said when they stop, I 
could be the next best skater. 
That was not so nice, so I tried to 
beat them before I stop." 

Ice dancing 

Bestemianova and Bukin 
inherited the ice dancing Olym- 
pic crown worn by Britain’s 
Jayne Torvill and Christopher 
Dean, but could not match the 
perfect marks achieved by that 


duo. Only three judges gave Bes- 
temianova and Bukin a perfect 
*6.0' for artistic impression. 

Another Soviet pair, ihree- 
time world silver medalists 
Marina Klimova and Sergei 
Ponomarenko, finished second 
and Canadians Tracy Wilson 
and Robert McCall were third. 

Roetsch and Nykanen joined 
Swedish distance speedskater 
Tomas Gustafson as double- 
gold champions of these Olym- 
pics. Roetsch won the 20- 
kilometre biathlon event on 
Saturday.

LOS ANGELES, Feb 24, (AP): 
Seve Ballesteros, a world citizen 
of golf, will make the second of 
only eight appearances in the 
United States this year when he 
plays in tomorrow's Los Angeles 
Open. 

As a non-member of the PGA 
Tour, the Spaniard is only all- 
owed to play in eight American 
tournaments. That's a rule be 
doesn't like. 

Foreign players must ' par- 
ticipate in 1 5 PGA tour events to 
keep their tour membership. 
Players who do not meet that 
requirement are limited to play- 
ing in the three major champion- 
ships — Masters, US Open and 
PGA — and five other tour- 
naments of Lhe sponsors’ choice. 

Suspended 

Ballesteros met the 
requirement once, in 1984. But 
he played in only -nine tour- 
naments the next year and was 
suspended from the Tour for 
1986. 

“I tried it one year and that is 
why I know I cannot take it,” 
Ballesteros said. “It is too many 
tournaments." 

He says he would prefer to play 
1 2 US tournaments a year. 

“I always believe that nine 
tournaments (outside of the 
majors) is better than five,” he 
said. “It would help me, and it 
would help the sport.” 

Bailesteors’ problem is due 
more to the global nature of golf. 
He finds himself with both a fin- 
ancial and personal interest in 
playing around die world. That 
means about 14 tournaments a 
year in Europe, two or more in ' 


Japan, a couple more in some 
other places plus his US events. 

Ballesteros said playing in 15 
US tournaments would require 
18 weeks a year in this country. 

“I would be playing golf the 
whole year, and that’s why it’s 
impossible," he said. “The super- 
star players cannot play too 
much because they have a lot of 
pressure. They have other com- 
mitments. We understand that 
But we have to be productive of 
our time, otherwise we get bur- 
ned out very easily. 

“I would like to see some of the 
American players go overseas 
and spend as much as I spend 
away from Spain. Then, I’d like ! 
to hear what they have to say.” 

But there appears to be little 
sentiment on the Tour to change 
the rule to satisfy Ballesteros. 
The rule was established to 
protect tournament spots for 
regular Tdur members, 
especially in die more lucrative 
tournaments that likely would 
attract larger numbers of foreig- 
ners. 

“We have a Tour and all the 
guys qualified to be a part of it,” 
said Gary McCord, who was a 
player director on the PGA Tour 
Tournament Policy Board which 
established the rule. “They’ve 
paid a price to play fora part of 
S28 million." 

“We need good players like 
Seve, Ian Woosnam (of Wales) 
and Bernhard Langer (of West 
Germany), but we can’t lei them 
cherry pick the Tour. We had set 
up guidelines so they’d have to 
pay a price, too” 

Many of the best foreign I 


players include Langer, Sandy 
Lyle of England and Greg Nor- 
man of Australia. Ballesteros 
remains the most outspoken hol- 
dout, frequently criticising the 
leadership of Deane Beman, 
PGA tour commissioner.
